LIBRARY MATTERS. 


Important xecommendations 
which aim at improving the ser- 
vice of the Shanghal Muniespal 
Library, partioularly regarding the 
purchase and ‘selection of books, 
have, we notice, been made by the 
committeee ‘of that inatitution. 
Ax n'result, the librarian is to pre- 
pare a list of some forty of the 
most popular authors of fiction, 
and all the new works of these 
authors are to'he ordered. Then 
particular. altgntion is to be given 
io the provision of books on 
China, in order that the foreign 
population of Shanghal: may be 
encouraged to become famlliny 
with the Chinese situation. A 
liheral policy is also to be follow- 
edsin the discarding of old books, 
which are to be given to deserving 
local causes. ; 

What is of particular interest 
js that a.sum of Tls, 2,000 has 
been allotted for the purchase of 
books, this being apparently - for 
the currbnt year, and the nppor- 
tlonment will be, broadly apeaking, 
half for fiction and’ the other half 
for serious literature. At the 
moment, we are not ‘quite sure 
what the terms of membership of 
this Municipal Library ~ are, 
although we believo' it is run on 
a subscription basis, the fee being 
a moderate onc. But, compared 
with Hongkong, ‘Shanghai . is 
evidently much better served than 
we are here, The very fact that 
the Library ia run by tha Municl- 
\pality. ‘is a recognition by . tho 
authorities of the value of such 
an institution to the public, 
Here in Horigkong: wo have our 
Freo Library, but. no-one would 
claim that it is either up-to-date 
or in, any way attractive. It Ig 
run as part and parcel of the City 
Hall, which in turn {s in the hands 
of 9 body of trustees of whom the 
publ¢ knows little: or nothing. 
We have no den of what the finan-' 
ela! resources of this body may 
be, and it is possible that there 
aro no funds which can be . sof 
asldo for tho’ much-needed {m- 
provemont and development of tha 
Library. By far the, larger pro- 
portion of tho books in the 


* ¥ oh oN oe 
Library aro extremely old, many. 
of them are in a, shockingly: bad 
‘| condition, and there are hundreds 
of volumes which cannot make 
_|tho 
ordinary reading public, of which, 
* Jtho greater, number ‘are far more 
suitable for a° museum: than .0 
library. ‘There fs even no printed 
catalogue of tha hooks,.the titles 
of which are set forth, in rather 
-| dad handwriting, in a couple’ of 
-| volumes. These ‘entries are given

Library cannot 
but have been struck recently.by. 
the much improved scondition of 
the part, of the City Hall which 
has been taken over by the Naval 
and Military Y.MLC.A. — Inatead 
of the dull and uninspiring 
Museum,'there js a btight and 
cheery set of rooms, which cannot 
fail to attract. That” Js what a 
Httle enterprise and the provision 
of funds can accomplish, Would 
it be top much to hope that a like 
spirit be manifested in regard to 
our Library?’ If the present Clly 
Hall trustees have not the funds, 
why cannot the Government 
assume responsibility for the 
Library? These jnre days in 
which it is part of the duty ‘of a 
Government to encourage cultural 
development, and If the iuthorities 
here would inke. the matter in 
and, engage ‘a ~ professional 
librarian and reorganise the whole 
institution, ‘it would be doing a 
piece of real work for the benefit 
of the community, It might even 


‘be found advisable to charge a 


sninll subscription fee to members, 
but we feel sure that there would. 
he no objection to ‘this, provided 
there wis some assurance Uhat a 
veally useful Library were mude 
nvallable. At any rate, our exist- 
ing apology for such an fnstitu- 
tion’ cunnot hut be described a a 
disgrave to the Colony, ;

degres. by comparison. ' A 
lightning notice with a threat of 
prosecution within seven days, or 
something of:the kind.  Further- 
more, ‘the. “Medical Officer of 
Health finds ‘he cannot express 
deep. concern.at the practice of 
digging’ for clams’ in this con- 
taminated ares since tho. shell- 
fish are consumed chiefly 
by those that™.catch them, and, 
af cooked, are not dangerous, In 
the alternative, It is admittal, there 
is o,dunger of Causeway Bay be- 
coming a source of an epidemic of 
typhoid. Again, {n this connexion, 
we would refer the M.0.H, to his 
records showing the origin of local 
canes of enteric. Afterwards he 
might be able to explain why we 
have escaped the epidemic no long. 
‘As to the question of dredging, the 
Governments chief concern {5 
whether the shallow water pre- 
judices the usefulness of thie shelter 
for small craft during typhoon 
weather, and not whether the ¢x- 
pogure of noxlous-ailt nt low tide 
js a prejudice to public health. 
There 1s, however; & very simple 
and desirable solution to the-pro- 
blem of the Causeway Bay shelter, 
which {s not confined to the ‘mat- 
ter of pollution. ‘A’ mistake’ wad’ 
made when tho-gcheme for. the .re-
